'be laid before the legislature at its next 

;SM8iOD. 

The need of li'ijislation in this direction 
must bo apparent tu every thoughtful 
and disinterested person. The drink bill 
of this province amounts^ to 91>6OO,O00 
per annum i two and a half times the 
■mount of the provinaial rerenue, fifteen 
times the araniint spent in public educa- 
tion. It would pay the dolicit ten timoa 
over, and le*vo a nice little sum to the 
good Nii wondnr tli*t the resources of 
the province are lying undeveloped, when 
■uch an immanse amount ia annually di- 
:t«rted ^rom the ohannela of legitimate in- 
dnitry, and devoted to an unnatural, 
mean and ruinous aolf-indulijonce. 

This traffic is killing,' utf our people by 
the Booro. Scarcely ii week Daises with- 
out our hearina of snuiii one dMpp|)iii({ sud- 
denly and prematurely into the grave 
through the use of stimulants, and from 
present appearanoea many others will soon 
follow. To the liquoi trafBo the province 
is indebted ohisfly for the disgraceful pre- 
valence of prostitution and gambling, and 
the degradation and rapid extinction of 
the Indians. 

' It is very much to he regretted that 
our'pablio men fight shy of this vital 
qnestion, and spend the time oo the plat* 
form in persnnaltios and in the digousiion 

of compiratively trivial isflues. 

Wo roHpoctfully and uiirtieatly cull the 
attention of all candidatea for parliaii'-jnt 
and of the ijloctorH noneraily to the neces- 
sity of {jrapplinu with this matter at once. 
We think that all lovers of their country 
and their kind should judge of candidates 
for office very lari^ely by their attitude on 
this fjuesliiin, Wo submit that a person 
who will not work heartily for 
the curtailment of the liquor traf 
flo is unworthy of public confidence, 
and is lackiu(! in that patriotism which is 
essential in a legislator.

Conserratlve Candidates Re- 
turned. 

LoNnoj«, June 30. — -.'Vn explosion oc- 
curred yesterday in tho houae of com- 
mons Everything was done by the ofli- 
oials in charge of the building to conceal 
the fact, but it leaked out, however, in 
false forms. Suusational rumors about 
Irish plots and dynamite outraijos got in- 
to circulation. The truth was nindo known 
to-day that the explosion ronulted from 
pent up lawer gas. A workman who hap- 
pened to be in the vicinity at the timo 
was injured by the explosion. The occur- 
rence ia generally accepted as a fair exhi- 
bition of the extremely bad sanitary con- 
dition of the parliaraen'- buildings. 

Convuoiition iit O.xfoiu to-day was un- 
UBU/illy crowded. Honorary dei^roes wore 
conferred on Dr. t'liver Wendell Holmes 
and John Brijjht. Both yeiitlomon wore 
received with a demonstration amounting 
to an ovation. Tho studouta passed over 
every mention of Mr. Gladstone's name 
and cheered for Lord Saliabury and L jrd 
Randolph Churchill. 

LiTKRroui,, J uno 30. — Baron H. De- 
Worms, B. Way ley and T. 1'. Hoyden, 
conservative candidates for East Toxtath, 
Evertin, and West Toxtoth diviaions of 
Livoruool, were reBpootivoly to-day elect- 
ed to tho house of oomiuotia, their seata 
boinu conceded to them because neither 
was contested. Tlioso three Kontleinen, 
therefore, enjoy tho distinction of being 
the first mambera elected in the new par- 
liament.

Mtw York, Juub 2C. — Tribune's 
Montreal special : It has Just been re- 
ported that in the recent ceiebratod 
case of fraud upon the customs hero aa 
oBioial connected with the firm involr- 
ed was ordeied to Ottawa, to see what 
could be done to oxtricato tlio firm from 
its embarrassing position.

IMVERIAL FEDEBATION. 

Thu Colonies and India says: In our 
labt ilio q.ioatiori of the federation of the 
eiupiru wiin protty fully doiilt with, but it 
may now bo lidded thut, though there ia 
110 ijriictical and vvoll-dttiiiod aclionie bu- 
fore tiia country, thu principle ia diiily re- 
oeiving uonio iaiporlimt, adlioronta, und 
that the recent vuto in the liouao of com- 
luonH on the home rule bHl indicates in 
which direction seta the wind as to im- 
perial wniiy. A oontemporary Buggeat-i 
t.lint tlio corporation of London ehouLd 
unncjunce that "if tlio cdli nials would 
like t.i talk this (luestion over tha Guild- 
hall would bo at their service for the pur- 
])08e." All that ciui be aaid in reply to 
thiH suggestion is that "colonials' pure 
and uiuiplu aro rather rotioent upon a 
^jroat subjocl like this, and that they 
would liko to l;no\Y \vh»t the loading 
iiJouibcr.i of both houacs of the legislature 
have to say (ib(;ut the many schomos 
which have bi!en put forward with this 
object. This being so, wo would slightly 
altor the toruia of the invitation, wiiich 
our oontemporary would have the corpor 
ation of London eond out to the "colo- 
nials," and auk the corporation to tell the 
lioads of parlieH in both houaea of the 
iGgisluture that "thoy will bo happy to 
put the Ouildhall at their disposal if they 
would likj to talk the question of impe- 
rial federation over with the "colonials." 
The "colonials" have made advances 
enough towards the roprosontatives of ini- 
ppriiU piiuer, .liid tn mir niiiids it is high 
tiinetliosei It ]in'.-i.'ntritivi'j returned tliii 
oouiplinieoi :uni catiio down to the 
"colonials. " luiporial fedoration is a big 
tiuostiiiii ; and, as it will h»ve to be set- 
tled souio day, why not now] Why not 
hit the irrin while it is hell Presently 
the leading men in English politics will 
have a little time to spare, ami if they are 
desiriHiri (il helping on the unioniBt cause 
thoy might do worse than devote it to iu- 
terviewinft the coluuists now in London 
at the Guildhall on the subject of impe- 
rial fedi^ration. If this were done, aonio- 
iliing BU!;gi.'ati ve nod priiclical might 
come out 111' the niovenimit. Anyhow, 
people in the united kingUom wuuld know 
how tlie matter atiiud between the lead- 
era of parties and the colonists. 

THE ESQ UI MALT MEETING. 

A morning contemparflry pronounces 
the ICsquimalt gathering the best uf the 
campaign. He ifi right. It was, indeed, 
a rattling gmui meeting. The room was 
filled and the eleutora present took a 
warm interest in the proceedings from 
beginning to end . The speeches of the 
government candidates were enthuBiuati- 
ca'.ly received, and the .suiUiinonts they 
e.xpreesed were tret|uontly cheurod. The 
feeling of the niecaiiig was overwhelm- 
ingly in favur lA ".ho girvernniont candi- 
datea. The only dijagreeable circum- 
Rtance waa the intrusion of Mr. De 
Cosmo.'i, who endeavored to air some 
niummitied vaijaries reapectiiig the science 
of government aa uiider8t(H)d by him; 
but he was promptly sat upon by Mr. 
Fisher, Mr. Smithe and Mr. Pooley, and 
finally by the meeting, which became im- 
patient and ill-natured under the inflic- 
tion of a long harangue. He waa tioally 
driven from the stand by the cries of the 
audience. All the othwr apeakera were 
accorded a fair hearing. Mr. Kelt thanked 
the government candidates for their 
oourtesy in extending him an invitation 
to speak. If the temper of the E8(|ui- 
raalt meeting bo any indication of the 
feeling throughout the district, the gov- 
erniiient raembeia will have almoat a 
walk-over.

An iminanso audieiios gathered at 
Philharmonic Hall last evoning in re- 
apoiiae to the call of the govoniniont 
oaiididates, Mesara. Duck, Davie, Turner 
and Prior, 'i'he audience waa only liin 
ited by the capacity of tho hall, and 
throughoat waa moat orderly and enthu- 
siastic, The friends of the a;overnment 
testified by liberal applauae thtur appre- 
ciation of their cliiiaoii candidates, whilo 
"the opposition olaquora" were on this 
ocaasioii conspicuous by their abaenco. 
They evidently have disceverod that their 
"litllo game," aa Mr. Blacketl would say, 
was only injuring themselves and rolling 
up a larger majority for the government. 

N. Shakeapeare, Esq., RI. P., waa 
called to tho chair. Besides the four 
candidates, Hon. NY. timitho, M. P. 1'. , 
S. P. Mills, A. McLean, J. Bradeu and 
VVm. MoKay'oooupied seats on tho plat- 
form. 

In calling tho meeting to order tho 
chiiirmau oxpreaaod great pleasure at 
having been called upon to preside, and 
aaked that no interruptinna be made. Ho 
then called upon Mr. Prior. 

Blr. Prior, who waa reeeived with 
cheers, made allusion to the idiiirgo 
brought forward by Mr. Wdliauia at the 
opposition meotiiig and bi^nded the 
charge aa false. Although several meet- 
ings of the Board of Trade had boon held 
about the time referred to, ^Mr. Williams 
never put in an appoarancu until jual 
before thu members preaeiued the iid- 
dreas to the goveroor-general . The ad 
dreas bad been engrossed, and no nl 
teratiuus could possibly be made. The 
people must choose between Mr. Wil- 
liams and himself, [\pplaiiae | He did 
not liko personal remarka, but he waa 
going to do hia best to get at Mr. Wil- 
liams. Mr. Williain.s, us trustee of the 
L irne estate, of 0,700 acres of land, had 
let large contraota to Chinese, and as 
many aa aoveiiiy OhiMamen had been em- 
ploy ud. [Iliaaea.] When Mr. Williams 
entered politica lie then and then only 
objected to Chineao. Beaidua the 1; irne 
estate, Mr. Williams had made a very 
good attempt at a laud grab in New 
Westininator district. As far as 
employing Chinese was concerned, 
Mr. Prior had no Chiiieae employed, 
directly or indirectly, [Cheers] 
Amidst much amuaeineiit Mr. Prior o.\- 
plained how he hud had a Uhinaman 
shoved on hiui by a white man who had 
takeu a oontract to out some hay uear his 
(Mr. P. 's) house. Any legialativo nieu- 
aures that would keep the Ohineae out 
would have hia aiippurt. If electi'il he 
would steer a straigKlfurward cmirae and 
one to tho advanluge or the cminlry. 
[Cheers.] He would bo glad to anawer 
any queatiuna that might bo put to him. 

Mr. WiUiama — Did you apply for land 
at Port Simpion I 

Mr. Prior— No. [Cheora ] I applied 
for land nowhere. 

Mr. Prior then took hia seat and waa 
roundly applauded. 

Mr. fiinier, who was received with 
oheers, s.iid that tho same old thing was 
constantly harped on by the opposition — 
the "giveaways." He had been present at 
the opposition meeting and had noted the 
gentlemanly behavior of the government 
supporters of whom there wore a great 
[number present. He thought that on 
looking through Mr. Boaveu'a speeches 
all that could be seen was a complaint 
that so many improvemeuts bad been 
made by the government. Another oppo- 
sition candidate had pleaded that ho was 
an Irishman and had sailed from home 
on the Ist of April and he seemed to 
think that election day would fall on tho 
anniversary of All Fool's Day [laughter].

Mr. Theodore Davie on coming forvvard 
stated that he had been uinuaed at the 
use Mr. DeCoemos had made of hia 
heavy stick at the last opposition meet- 
ing. (L.iutdvter.) Referring to the sel- 
tlomuiit bill Mr. Davio aaid that there 
waa no one who waa ao loml ng>iinat lleit 
bill as Mr. DeCosmoa, wlio during the 
period h« was at Ottawa waa entirely in 
sympathy with Mr. Dunsmuir. i\lr. 
Davie then road a telegram from Mr. Do- 
Ciianioa at (jitawa recnniniunding the piiaa- 
ing of a bill aiinilar to ihe hotllninont 
bill. (Laughter and applaiiao ) With 
what grace did it come from, Mr. DoCoamoH 
to rovilo Mr. Dunsmuir now. Ho would 
iiotrevertto the little matter of commia 
aion that was too old a story, (Laughter \ 
Men who denounced land grabbing and 
at tho same time were taking up aa much 
of it aa they could wore hypocritea, (Pro- 
longed cheoi'a.) Mr. Williami, waa an in- 
atanco, nobody could bhuuo him for get- 
ting all ho could, but he was incuiiaialent. 
(Cheers.) Mr. Beaven himself had taken 
advantage uf the state of afTairs to gel. a 
large quantity of land at Pore Moody out 
of which he inado a good stake; no- 
body could blame Mr. Beaven for that, 
but wiiB il not iiiconaiHtont for 
him now to cry against the aetlle. 
meni bill and land problem i 
The Kootenay bill about which to much 
had been said when introduced called for 
a million and a half acres of land and 
was aupported by Mr, Beaven, (Sen- 
sation.) 

Mr. Beaven arose in his seat to exiilain 
the matter by stating that Mr. Davie had 
recommended tha grant. (Applause and 
jears.) 



I Mr. Darie continuing stated that ns 
1 chairman of tha private bills uommittoo 
I he had reported favorably on the bill, 
lie was prepared to give the whole of the 
original amount of land asked for, be- 
cauao it would have brought in double 
tho revenue. 

In connection with tho Fort Simpson 
matter Mr. Davie said that tho govern - 
mont had aaked for an inquiry and Mr. 
Beavon was a member of the committee, 
but had said nothing abQUt anything 
being wrong until long after the evidence 
had boon given. Ho had abundance of 
oppertunity and failed to do bo. He next 
referred to th'i grunt of COOO acres of 
land at Coal Harbor by tlie government 
and showed that by bringing the line 
down past Port Moody the lands were 
utili/.od aa they never could have bouu 
before. The grant was for 6,000 acres, 
leaving 15,000 acrea in tho govornnient'a 
handa which ia worth at loait yl.OOO an 
aero. This was all "the steal" thoro waa, 
and surely il was done in tho intorosts of 
tho Pruviiiue. The laud was absolutely 
saved to the Province by the action 
and foresight of tha •government, 
((^heera.) Actions such as those 
were the reaaon of hia aujiportiug the gor- 
ernmeiU in the past, and ho would do ao 
again in all rtueli fair ineaaureH. He then 
spoke of the Chinese quention and V(<fiu-rei! 
to the Times' Ktatement lis to hia aetiou in 
the matter of the oxiensioii of tho lino 
from Port Moody lo New Westminater, 
and the failure to insert a Chineao clauae. 
Mr. Beaven had not made the charge but 
his liouteuauts h^. Mr. Beaven was too 
seuHible to make such a statement, but 
some of hia friends lacked hia common 
sense, and had fooliahly made tlie oharge. 
He then showed how false tho charge wan, 
and detailed all the fiiets in connection with 
the matter. When .Mr. Vim Home had 
telegraphi.'d the lino rouhl not In- puie.iede.l 
with, what was to \k- don.'. What should 
bed, .lie? 'I'he money, :?:j7,,^i(IO, had to bo 
auliaeribed mid was subsi-iilieil. and ho waa 
glad to say In- hiul assisted in tho aubaerip- 
lion. It hud lieen said there were uo parties 
here. Well, that waa true in ouo 
aeiiso, as they were no "grit" and "tory" 
parties, but there was a distinction since 
there waa a party of progress and a party 
of alagnation. Tliu government had al- 
WMy.a been the progressive [larty and tho 
oppoaiiiun that of stagnatiun. He re- 
ferred to an article that appeared iu tho 
Times in its issue uf November 21, lti85, 
headed "Kicking against the Pricks." 
That article favored VanoouTor at tho ex- 
punse of Victoria. It libelled Victoria, 
predicting its future downfall. It waa 
traitorous to tho province at large and 
calculated to injure it at homo and 
abroad. Those people wore the enemiea 
of thoir country and deserved the condem- 
nation of all good citissens. There should 
be no rivalry between the two cities, 
since the catabliahment of a great city on 
the mainland would aaaiat ua and tho re 
Bultant good would be reciprocal. He 
then addressed himaelf to the Chineao 
question, and referred to the fact that 
this government had appealed the ques- 
tion involved to the privy council and 
could do no more. Ontario had Appealed 
her River and Streama bill and 
the licenae iiueation to the privy council 
and vv'e did likewise; they wen and wo 
will probably win. This government had 
done more in the Chinese matter in four 
yeara than the last goveriiinotit had in 
eight. You cannot expect, he aaid, 
eviirythiiig to be done with a jump. 
Ualifornia hiia boon liglitiiig the 
Uliine.io queation for years and hiia 
not yot such advanced legislation as we 
have. He referred to the burial bill, 
which did not please the Chinese, but 
was p.'iaaod by this government. He re- 
ferred to the fact that the tirat time tho 
Uliiiieae were employed on puiillo works 
in tluH province waa under the Beaven 
adniiniBtratiou. Mr. John Giant h.ul em- 
ployed them on bis contract, Section 1, 
A, for which he had received 9i6,400. 
This was the drst time the Chinese had 
been employed in this province in auch 
capacity. 

A voice — \Vhy were the Chinese em- 
ployed on the island railway I 

Mr. D.ivio — Who employed iheui un- 
der the Cloiiienta bill I [ijheers anil ap- 
plause ] 

Uo next H)ioke of the f ry that the govern- 
ment had passed no legislation in favor of 
tho workiiignii'ii, Whi-n hnd the working- 
men a-,ked for legialation? The frieiiila of 
tho ii|i)iositioii wiio had ao basel}' betrayed 
the workiugiiii u, had done nothing for them 
whilo he would prove this government had. 
Me himself had endeavored to have the 
gnrnisbee act repealed. Workingmen's 
wages shonld not be permitted to be at- 
tached. He failed to got the bill passed, 
and Mr. John Grant, M.P.P. for Caasiar 
hud fought moat peraiatently against him. 
That bill Wiis in the intere'Sls of the work- \ 
ingiiM u an. I would eventually be pnssod. 
II" th' 11 refc rred to Mr. I>i;hv».ii a liours of 
hihoi hill which hiidiefecth. The euijdoyer [ 
eoulil, it would aeem, get around it and 
inakeitin efifeot a nullity. lie would, how- * 
ever, should a suitable bill be brought for- j 
ward, support it. In Mr. Williams' addruaa he 
aaid wo wanted a bill for the collection of 
Kiuall dobta. This showed how muob he 
kli iwn about laws. lie auppo,-.ed that 
siiiee he h:ul tailed to gi.t. the goveriliil.jlit 
binding llui luw.j had no further attrae- . 
tiiin for him. tie proved th it audi a bill | 
waa brought forward last aesaion, and thiit ' 
lawyers' fees wero merely nominal in any | 
event. Uo then proceeded to speak of 
the "lawyer cry," and snowed tha boon 
they Were to oppreaaod luiUii-nity. 
Liwyer^ had even been aucjesaful in 
saving the lives of innocent men. 
[(Jufti rt,.] The cry waa an absurd one. 
Old he c iiiault hia own financial intereata 
he would not go into politioa. LaiTyem 
were taxed as wero all other people in 
tho shape of court fees, etc. If lawyers 
made money they also know how to flpoiid 
it. They did not hoard it up but spoilt 
it in the country thoy inado it in. It had 
been said wo wanted a good opposition — 
that tho government would bo too 
atrunj;.
